Other than wax, in which case a gentle warming from a high 
wattage bulb (like a 60 or 75 w bulb) will help, I very 
rarely see frozen slugs. The most common "frozen slugs" I 
ever find are ones that have been cracked. It is very easy 
to crack them if someone uses a metal hex wrench or 
something else other than a properly sized non-metallic 
alignment tool. 


If the slugs are cracked they need to be very carefully 
broken out and replaced.

This is a subject oft taken up here. Whenever a slug is stuck, I have 
learned the hard way, to NEVER force the issue. The most common stuck slugs 
I encounter are broken hex hole slugs. The more force you apply the more 
the two pieces spread apart and lock themselves in the form. Apply enough 
torque and severe damage to the transformer will occur. 


In every case I drilled the slug out with a sharp drill bit, applying very 
slight pressure such that the drill slowly wears away material so that what 
remains can be broken out. The diameter of the drill bit should be small 
enouigh that drilling into the form is avoided but large enough that the 
remaining material can be removed with a needle point tool. 


Theoretically one could instill super glue into the hex hole and glue the 
slug halfs back together but the danger is too much glue will glue the slug 
into the form and then things would be worse off. Such a consideration 


would be advisable when there is little likelihood a replacement slug could 
be obtained. A glued slug will have a slightly different characteristic 
because of the added gap. 


The problem with finding replacement slugs is getting one with the right 
ferrite or powdered iron permeability and temperature coefficient. There's 
where hours of trial and error come into play. Recently a friend gave up 
trying to get a vintage Fisher monophonic FM tuner to stop drifting off 
station as it warmed up. After trying several cores from my collection, 
mostly obtained from scrapped TV chassis, I found one that perfectly 
temperature compensated the oscillator. Apparently someone mixed up the 
cores at the Fisher factory. After all, they do all look alike :-)

the slugs and initiate turning, I've never done it. I usually just replace 
the damaged transformers, john

I have had good results on hex cores using a red hot Allen wrench. Use a=3D 
wrench 

that you don't care about because the heat will remove the temper. I =3D 

just heat 

the wrench then put it in the core with gentle clockwise pressure, and =3D 

usually 

after a few seconds the core will turn. I go clockwise first in case =3D 

the core 

was sealed then I can clean out the sealer, then remove the core. 

The other thing I've used is a heat gun for slotted cores but I haven't =3D 

had real 

good results with that. 

I busted my first cores when I was a teenager working on a ARR-7. =3D 

Fortunately 

I was able to some from a junker at the surplus store where I bought =3D 

mine. Since 

then I have saved every core from anything that them before I threw it =3D 

out. I'm 

now 69 years old and have a cigar box (remember those?) half full of =3D 

cores. BTW 

the core make good inductors and transformers for tiny circuits.
